Il is sillied nil 
whnt purports to lie good authority tliat 
the railway schemes of Messrs. Macken- 
zie & Mann contemplate, bosid^ a line 
to Hudson's Biiy, ii line to Princi^Al- 
liert, striking westward from Dmipliin 
across (Silbert Plains into the Saskafhe- 
wan valley to I'rince .Vlbert, and iinli- 
niately reaching the Pacific Coast via 
tile Yellowliead or Peace Kiver pass. 

It is expeele'd llmt the lino frcmi Diiii- 
pliiii Plains will be constructed this 
year. It is also stated that the old Hud- 
son s Ray line is to be utilized and ex- 
lenileil to conneot with the Dauphin road 
at Wintiipegosis.

FOI! LIARD RIVER. 

Progress and Prospects of a Party of 
,,, Victorians Kow en Route. 

An interesting letter bus been received 
from a nienilier of a party of A'ietorians 
wlui are lai tlieir way to the I-iard river, I 
Oassiiu'. On .lane 1 thi' party had reach- 
ed a point thirt.r niilos northeast, of Tele- 
graph Creek, anil having passed over 
the mountain niagir had covered tlie 
roughest seittion of the country. During 
the first few days out from (ilenora. 
c(>nsi(i<'ralile tn)iil)le was cxperieiucd 
with the griH^n pack horses, one of which 
was badly cut tlu-oug the iiaek loosening. 
They Avere luiahle to secure ii new horse 
at eitlun- Gleaora nr 'I'elegrajjh Creek, in 
fuct they were offered if-'>() for llu' 
horses they had. The scarcity of jiack 
horses is furciii); many men to turn back, 
being unable to get their outfits over to 
Tcslin Lake. Otlicrs, not to be beaten, 
ore wheeling their goods over in wheel 
bnrrows and hand carts. 

Continuing, tiie writer says: "As there 
nre only three hours of darkiu\ss in this 
country we can travel all niglit if the 
horses can stand it, hut it is hard work 
for them clinil)ing up hills an<l going 
along iuding.".. ^\'!lat the old nmu stutes 
ahout the gohl on tlie west of Diard river 
is f}uite correct, many minei's we met 
saying it is perfecti.v correct, hut the.v 
says it is a <lonte of a country to get 'nto. 
Dots of them sii.v wo will never mak 
it. but I tell you, if we cannot nobodv 
else will. 

Two men nn their way out sta.ved at 
onr caniji hist; aight. They have struck 
it rather well, and haviug left their part- 
ners on tho ground are' going out for 
fresh supplies. 

'We are now at the turning place, 
where we leave the well-beaten trail to 
cut out owu. * • ♦ • It is terribly 
hot; it must be nearly 100 in the shade 
!iii<l the mosquitoes are very bad. This 
is a nice flat countr.v, where we are iniw 
with lots of grass and wiitoi'. We have 
had ii good tiifi so far, hut I think there 
is lots of trouble aheail of ns. The jioor 
fellows with packs on their backs are 
much to be pitied.''

Tale of Narrow Kscapc From Starvation 
in Cariboo — .\ Hermit to tin? 
Rescue. 

Vancouver, .rune II. — .V very iutci'csl- 
ing iiarty arrived in Vancouver yester- 
day. If what they say is true they have 
had a nmst marvellous experience. 'I'heri 
are eight in tlie purtj-, si.'c of them from 
Seattle. Among the luost interesting 
figures are J. Melville, of Seattle: .1 
Ferguson, of Seattle, and C. Gardiner, 
of Minneapolis. The Uireo hist niention- 
1 claim that their party was to be con- 
diiotcd to vast riches i\x Cariboo by u 
long-haired guide named .Toe Brunell, a 
cousin of Sitting Bull. They tramped 
thr(aigh tlie mountains with the Iniliiin 
:it their head for 500 miles, when their 
I)nivisions go so low that they were ohlig- 
'd tu live ou a few ounces of food e.'ich 
lay. When thoy realised that the 
tn'aelierons des(-eudant of tlie great Hull 
h:ul dcceivifl them, and that they were 
in a hop<'less starving conditi(iU and 
would likely ail perish, their feelings 
against Briiiiell hecunie viM-y wrathy and 
<ine of tlu'ir nanilii'r was narrowly pre- 
vented from killing hiin. He had the In- 
dian down and his knife drawn when he 
was seized uud dragged away by his 
companions and made to swear that he 
would not repeat the attempt 

At this juncture when .till hope had 
been abandoucd thejr struck the camp of 
an aged man oC the mountains who sup- 
plied thoiu with fond, a gini and amiuuni- 
tiou. They hiid not been with him a 
lay before they discovered that he had 
in his possession thousands, upon thous- 
ands <if dollars' worth of gold dust, luit 
would not l(dl where he had got it, 
nail tried t<i evjide their enquiries. 'J'he 
man was Jresseil in rags, and with his 
uu in his hand bore a striking reseni- 
hlance to .lefferson in Kip Van Winkle. 
Willie some of tliidr jiarty hunted the 
others caiinied on the old man's trail. For 
forty days and forty nights they kept 
track of him, but one niglit in a storm 
when the thunder was rolling through 
the lUDuntiiiiis he. escaped tlieni. In the 
morning tliey gave np the chase and 
after terrible adventures and hair 
breadth escapes from death from a dozen 
causes they readied Asheroft. Here 
they told tlie , Ittdliitt to make himself 
arce, and before returning home took 
n run through the Harrison Lake coun- 
try, whore they were at length rewar<l- 
1 for their hundred linrdsliips by strik- 
ing a fubiiloiisly rich lead. Yesterday 
Mr. Melville liad large specimens hndvcii 
)n" the surface assuyed in N'ancouver. 
riiey averaged $700 to the ton in all 
values. Of course Mr. Melville refuses 
to disclose tho locality of his rich find.

Several passengers from Glenorii ar- 
rived yesterday on the C. P. R. steamer 
Athenian, from Alaskan ports. Tliey 
say that a team of horses can now be 
driven from Gleuora to Telegraph Creek 
in one day, a trip which formerly tool; 
five days, the wagon road extending 
eiglit miles beyond Glenora. A pack 
trail is now being built by tlie Hudson's 
Bay company right through to Teslin 
Luke, which will make travel compa'-a- 
tively easy and shorten the route by 
ten miles. There is no denying that 
there is distress among the thousands 
caniped on the trail. They went up to 
Glenora, or as far as they could get, 
with tlie idea that the railway would be 
built immediately. As they cannot |)My 
Ik") cents a pound, the going rales, for 
packing to the lakes, the.v are camped at 
Glenora, and the river, eating their out- 
fits up. Very different are those who 
have pack horses. They can make 
(luick and easy journey compar!iti\ely 
speaking and any number are getting 
through. A. J. Smith, of Winnipeg, 
states that numbers of Indians and 
some whites had been drowned in tlie 
canyon but tlieir names could not be as- 
certained. They heard news of ilie 
drowning of a white man a week a 
hut his identity was unUnowu. There 
are tifteen steamers ou tie: river anil 
few have escaped running ou (he sand 
liars hut the onl.v serious accident was 
to the unfortunate Skagit Chief which 
strufk a rock, nose on, broke iier eseaiie 
pipe and scalded every head of lier cargo 
of live stock to deatli. The iiasseugcrs 
and crew liad a narrow escape. Tin? 
Skagit Chief was serlousiy (hr.naged. 

On the Athenian were also a numher 
of heavy draught horses wliieh v.'ere en- 
gaged in hauling the M,ickc|i;;i,. Ma no 
outfit from Wrangel to Gleiioi;i before 
navigation opened. These horses .'ire 
now to be used iu coniiecciDn with the 
contracts Messrs MacUiiU'^sic /b Mann 
liave on the C. P. U. brunch lines in 
Kootenay. 

Thare were 43 passengers on the Atli- 
enian, principally from Skagway and 
Wrangel, 17 of whom landed. Mr. 
Frank Turner, of this city, who sjient 
the winter at Lake Bennett, like pre- 
vious arrivals, had heard reports of ae- 
eidents ou the lakes, hut iu no case hail 
tlie rumors of loss of life been confirm- 
ed. Ahout 2~>,UO0 people, he says, pass- 
ed over the two passes ..'ind of tliese 1,">,- 
000 were on the lakes ready to start ou 
Jlimilay last, when it Wiis expected tlie 
ice wiaild he iMit of liukes 'J'agish and 
Li'h.-irge. Not more than fifty atlempl- 
ed the trip down tin; river pn.'vious to 
the opi'uing of navigation. Among these 
were the ollicials of tlie Bank of B. N. 
A. and Major Walsli. 

There is likely to he consideral)h> de- 
lay at 'J'agish lake for the (Uitlits, a 
report coming out that the police have 
decided to examine every boat ' going 
down for goods stolen at the lakes and 
on the passes. As there are over 4,000 
boats this will take considerable time. 
Then again there will probably be some 
deiuy at AN'liite Horse rapids, as a large 
majority will wait tlieir turn to have 
their outfits taken across on the tram- 
ways, in preference to risking a run 
through the dangerous canyon. 

pllicers of the Athenian pronounce the 
statement made by the Skagway papers 
of the commencement of work on the 
White Pass railway, as pure invention. 
1'liere is a good deal of talk about tlie 
railway, but no active work had been 
commenced iis far as they or the men, 
who came out from the lak(.'s, could see.

AMctoria. 

"The boats recently from Victoria and 
Vancouver have .been loaded with freight 
for the interior," saws the Wrnngol 
News. "The shipping of goods up the 
Stikine will probably continue for the 
next three months, and while these 
shipments appear innocent in themselves, 
yet we are glad to believe the laying 
u|i of siieli immence stocks are closely 
connected with the recent reported dis- 
coveries of placer mines near Lake Tag- 
ish and the construction of the Glenora 
railway."

(I'rMctical Awakening of An Intensely 
Artistic rcMiple. 

So the .Taps are willing to join with 
MS, lOnghind will give them an cxcu 
<by making the tirst move! 'l'ln' .I.-ips 
•bavc been willing to join with anything 
.that prcunised excitement and activity 
ever since tlicir victory over Cbina 
..Since then they have liceii iageiiiously 
sclf-contident. and have niaiiifcsted a 
friendly willingness to light anybody. A 
tr.aveller in .lapan, shortly after the war, 
was struck with the sweet cockiness of 
•their manner. They are a gentle, suave 
little people, and even their large casi' 
of tbe big-bend doesn't make tliciii dis- 
iUgrecable.; They are looking aronnd 
eagerly for sometliing to do in the big 
,world tluit they have recently iliscover- 
ed. It is a first, attractive awakening 
•of an artistic and extremely refined and 
gentle people to the keen interest tliere 
may be in the world of rough and jost- 
ling activity; they are beginning to fed 
the clo(inence of iron. 

But the bard and disagrecalilc Iianglit- 
iness so ebaracterislic now of rrusslan 
militarism is far from the eager little 
.lap. We like the Jap, even ia bis pride, 
for it is the pride of youthful energy 
rather than of 'completed and metallic 
maturity. 

The naive charm of Japanese art is 
combined with a certain fresh strength. 
It is not a soft art, but clear, sharp and 
pure. It is remark.-ible for line, and the 
most graceful line is often extraordin- 
arily vigorous. Indeed, strength and 
grace frequently go together — so inncli 
•so that ill art it is hard to find a really 
graceful line that has not a great deal 
of power in it. 

. And it. is not remarkable that a .pco: 
pie with a tnlcnt for vigorous art should 
liave also a talent and feeling for war. 
For at the basis of the lyrie, spontane- 
■ous art of the .Japanese there is -fresh 
nnd full life, and eonqne«t and 
colonization are the signs, too, of fresh- 
ness of life. 

So, perhaps, tbe spcotuele of a contein- 
:plntive and artistic people suddenly de- 
veloping a practical and warlike temiier 
is not so very remarkable. If their art 
bad been of another cli;iractcr — compli- 
<'atcd, corni])t, tlu' expression of a de- 
cayed civilization — it cunldn't have been 
so simple, cbariniiig and strong. Hut 
the .Tapanese civilization is not corrupt. 
Very old, it lias been so insular that it 
has become tine and linishcil, while to all 
intents and punioscs still young and new, 
big with possible developments of prac- 
tical character. 

The early streagtli of the Itali.-m citien 
during tbe Renaissance was conleni|)0- 
raneous .with a naive and beatitfnl art, 
fdr/morc beautiful than that of the 
"Century' following. This, more rich, 
^ more thoughful, perhaps, was yet tlie 
expression ^of ' a- ■'practical'^' civilization 
whicli was beginning to decay. 

In Greek art wo have tbe same thing, 
Tbe best art was tbe simplest nnd most 
vigorous, and it belongs to the time when 
the nation-icontaimid the greatest inac- 
tical energy. Of lourse the ("Jreek peo- 
ple did .not possess so much, diil not 
<'Oiint for so inncli politically as they did 
later, but their later aciiuisitions -were 
tlic rckult iif the energy of a iiroceilent 
period, wlien Ibey were doing their ini- 
niilab^le work in art. , 

It ■n'ould; iierbaps, be' dillicult to eslah- 
lisli tbe ooiiicldence in a nation of the art 
•instinct with practical; Ctlicieiicy as a 
genend ' propo.sition, but behind hotll 
manifestations tlici'c is always exuber- 

■ ant life. And the lif(> exuberant of the 
.Taiiancsc. switched awiiy for a time 
from the lield of art, is taking tbe form 
of a naive, wide-eyed, eager -'interest in 
tbe affairs of the world. That is why 
they want to join with us' in the con- 
quest of anytliing in sight. — N. Y. Ooni-

Many Spinsters Among Them, Madq So 
by the Law of the Land. 

'J'here arc porliaps a larger number of 
spinsters in Herniuda in proporlimi to the 
poinilation tlinii in any other iilacc on 
this side of the Atlantic, and it is a cur- 
ions fact that this is the law (d" the lainl 

'J'lie semitropienl climate of the islandt 
and their isolation have made of the in 
habitants of English stock a (|niet, al- 
most sluggisli, folk of a simplieity nearly 
.Arcadian. Tlie women especially, many 
of whom live very narrow lives, never 
leaving tliese islands, are remarkable for 
their old-fashioned hospitality and a na- 
tural case of nianner which seems to 
arise from an entire faith in those with 
whom tbe come in contact. Perhaps tlie 
fact that it would be ver.v difllciilt for ,i 
criminal to escape from the islands may 
account l'(a' it. but, at any rate, crime is 
very rare there. 

Berninda w<iiiieii are excellent house- 
wives, . and bring up large familii's of 
eliildren, some of the most favored young 
f(dk being sent to the United States for 
educational advanta.gcs. In matters of 
eti(ini'lt(' they arc far iiicu'e strict than 
.Vmerieans. .\s a rule tbey are wcll-to- 
di) and live cdnifortably. while some ol 
them |)osscss am|>le means ami enjoy 
much luxury. In Hormudii, as in I'jUg- 
laud, jiriipeity, cs|iecially real estal(\ re- 
mains ill the sanu> family for long per- 
iods, and some at' the des( cudants of the 
hrst settlers still possess lands which 
have never passed out of their families. 
It Is just this conservatism about prop- 
erty which causes the supcmbundaucc 
of spinsters. No alien can acquire a title 
to land in Bermuda, either by purchase 
or inheritance. This is chiefly a jireeau- 
tioiiary measure against the Portuguese, 
who tlock to the countr.v, and go in large- 
ly for onion-growing. But the law ju'ii- 
vi<les that if a woman marries a foreign- 
er she shall lose her landed property, 
and shall also becciiiie iucaiiable of iiiber- 
itiiig any. This law is u.-iturally not pi>|'- 
ular with the ladies, who see their 
brothers mate with Auicricims ami other 
aliens and would fain Iiave the same 
libert.v. ()ccasi<mall.\ Heiuiudau giris 
renounce their liirtln-ighl s for hive's sake, 
but, as a rule, the clmrms of peiiiiilebs 
maidens arc iiot sullicieiit for young 
men to desire them f(n- wives, ami thus 
many girls are doomed to single blessed- 
ness in Bermuda simxdy hy the law of 
the laud. ■ • -

With tbe water 
once on a level witb .tlie breast, thi! bath- 
er should lie im ber Inudt and extend her 
arms out beyond ber bead, but not rnisel 
out of the water. This position makes 
brealbing easy and couiUerbalances the 
weight of the legs. .The bather sbould 
lie restfully iiiid av(dd stiffcaiiig tbe nelii- 
er limbs. The hips should be rigid, tin 
feet close together, but not out of the 
water, for if they were tJjcy.A^ijld oy.er- 
balance the weight bf thdiieftd'iin'd'eiirfj'

The amount of water usotl in tbcavcr- 
age household On washing days is much 
larger than is' necessary. Soaking the 
clothes saves; a < 'good deal of- friction. 
They should not be soaked in Bo: much 
water that the soap will bo all wasted, 
but there sbould be ciioiigb water to dis- 
solve tbe soap. Uoll the clothes tightly, 
having tirst soap(?d the dirtiest portions, 
and folded them together and then put 
into the water. 

A hot bath is usually decried as iirovo- 
cative Id' colds iiud other evils. ICvery 
one knows of cases of sevre illness oc- 
curiiig frum exiiiisure to tbe outer air 
soon after such ablutions. And yet noth- 
ing is more rcf n-sliing. as nothing is 
more harmless, if pmperly taken. The 
reason that one slninld nsc' the hot bath 
as one docs that of very cold water, 
merely as a plunge, followed by quick 
and lliori)Ugli rubbing and nuiKsage. 

If sheepskin rugs are washed, as deal 
ers assert that they can be, 'it is pointed 
out by an authority on their cleansing 
tliat this process is not accomplished in 
the usual way by iininersion in a tub. 
The pelt side shoidd not bo wet at all. 
To prevent this they are tacked around 
a stout barrel, and scrubbed with a clean 
scrubbing brush nnd hot.-suds, in which 
some good washing powder has been dis- 
solved. Tbey ar(> Iboroughly rinsed in 
clear water and left on the barrel in the 
sun to dry. While the dying process is 
going on. a clean scury-(?onib is useful 
to keep the wool from matting. The final 
result is a flnfly rug of dazzling white- 
ness. 

The family whose nieinbers wear fine 
all-wool flannels all the year through 
have solvcil the prolileiii of having them 
washed well. To iirevent shrinking tbey 
must be pressed out when tbey are still 
damp and cari^fnlly pull(><l into shape. 
Where there is only one servant, it is not 
to be- believed that she would stop in 
the midst of her otlier laundry work to 
press tlanncls, so there are two wash 
dajs in the week. Flanncl day is Thurs- 
day, when no other washing is done. 
Sweeping is arranged by having dilTerent 
rooms swept thoroughly only on alternate 
weeks, tlie bedrooms, for instance, on one 
week and the living rooms the next, so 
that time is made for.dxtra wash day. 

Before fine laces are immersed in naph- 
tha or benzine, or even alcohol for this, 
too, will clean thinn, altbougb it takes 
longer, tliey sbould be basted with a line 
needle and thread on a piece of very 
thill muslin or old linen, says an ex- 
change. Some of the most expert pro- 
fessional cleaners still use tin? powdered 
Preiich chalk to cleanse lliese valuable 
possessions. Tlu? laci? is thickly .sprink- 
led on both sides with the chalk and 
spread on ii Ihick slieet of writing jia- 
pcr, (hovered with a second sheet and 
placed under a heavy press for several 
days. In most housidiolds tbe unabridged 
dictiimary is considered the requisite 
weight. When the l.ace is t.-ikcn out it 
is liglitl.v shaken to dust idT the powder, 
and its soil will be found to have gone 
witli it.

"Of all Mr. GladStdfle'S tlUaMtles .lothlnB 
was more remarkable than his memory, 
and there was nothing of which he was 
more pioud. One afternoon ai llawunirn 
many years a(,'o, when there was iiiiiy one 
person iiresenl besides the family, the con- 
versation turned ii|joii early days at Liver- 
pool, and Mr. Gladstone made some chairce 
observation about things in 181-1. Uls 
daughter looked up and said: 'Kut yoa 
don't remember 1814.' 'My child,' said the 
old luan, with a trace of phiue, 'It woh In 
181-! that I went to EdInburKh with uiy 
father. \\v stayed at tho same hotel to 
which I went afterward on the llrst .\ilil- 
lothlan ciuupalnn. When 1 went there ror 
Ihe election I said to the hoti'I keeper ".Sir, 
1 will nut be positive, but i£ I aiii uot inlB- 
taken this bcitei had In 181-1 throe wl'ulows 
to the front, b.^sldes the door." •■f!lr," 
said tho hotel keeper, "you an? quit" i iL:ht;

To accomplish this .end 
tliev read up an ancient magazine article 
on some unfamiliar subject connected with 
Chinese ninnufaetures. When the favor- 
able opportunity came the topic was start- 
ed, nnd the two conspirators watched with 
aiiiusenieut the growing Interest In tho 
subject which Mr. Gladstoue'R face betray- 
ed . Finally he Joined in the conversation, 
and tbeir amusement was turned Into 
gnashing ot teeth— to speak ngurntlvely- 
when Mr. Gladstone said: 'Ah, geutleineu, 
I perceive you have been reading an nr- 

ticle I wrote In the " Magazine" some 

thirtv or forty years ago.' " 

"What enabled Mr. Gladstone to utilize 
tlie odds nnd ends of his tln.i? to B.Jeh good 
enect was his capacity of <'iitlrely changing 
Ihe current of his thoughts al a nioiiieiifs 
notiro. .Nothing preoccupied him longer 
than he chose to allow It to preoecuiiy 
hlni. His head seemed to he built In water- 
tight comportments, nnd of tor tiring the 
lobe of the brain which deals wltli Irdaiid 
he would turn off the top for Irish nrr.-ilrs 
and phmgo headlong Into ecclcslastlclHni 
or eeramics or archaeology or any other 
subject In which he might at the moment 
be Interested. 'There are always so many 
Interesting thing.s," he said long ngo, 
"with which to oc(;upy your mind; the air- 
ficulty Is only In making a choice But 
whatever the subject is on which he was 
eneaKcd, he devoted himself to It thoroiigli- 
ly; nor did any spectre of the procedliig 
subject divert his attention from that In 
which he wns actually engaged. Whatever 
he did he did with his might, nnd did It 
with such concentration as to leave no 
room for thinking about anything else. 
Itut think about som.'thing he must, ft^r a 
mind HO active would never doze off Into 
lethargy excepting when he was asleep. 

"One of his most pleasant and chani...>t, 
pnrliumentnry features was ■";-''J<",V,l'i-!: 
to listen to new speakers. In h's '"'^^^r 'JV^,^ 
of deafness he would often shift to the ver> 
end of the treasury bench In ordt'r to get 
within earshot of ^a young u"-'i"bor who 
was addrcsslDg the House for the first 
time. And then. If he had an excuse, he 
would cordially cheer tho young nirniber s 
speech, or refer to It afterward In h h own. 

His favorite iio«ltlon was t^. sit holcllut' 
his right elbow on his left hand, his right 
hand up to his ear, and playing with the 
black rlblion wliicli covered the stump of 
the lnde.\ linger, shot off .n youth. Some- 
times he would close his eyes for a time; 
but It was notoriously unsafe to presume 
on this. Just when he seemed lu deepet^t 
slumber, he would sometimes rise unex- 
pectedly and rap out a quick and strong 
reply to tho speaker.. That- made Ulm so 
fasehintliig a Parliamentarian— the clement 
f tin- unexpected. 

Sir ^•illiani Harcourt, in his speech, 
properly dissipated tlie legend that .Mr. 
Gladstone was an overbearing clilet of his 
cabinets. Tliere is anotii(r <'(iually false 
imiirossion that lie absorbed eonversatloii 
social (lecuslmis. Notlilng could be iiifire 
untrue. Mr. tiladstoiie talked with the 
most wonderful copiousness and with «riU- 
less lyerlety of ■•topic and treatment. But 
he-nover rabnopolized talk. To the young 
he was defercntlol with a sweetness ami 
gentlenesH that are past the. power of words 
to desi ribe. He— the old man, Nestur ond 
.AchllleH In one— would listen to mere hoys, 
hand to ear. Just as he would listen to the 
vouiigoHt and least export. Bpcake' In tho 
ilouse.

An American who was sight-seeing 
in the East found himself ohligwl to 
spemV three weeks in Singapore because 
of a broken lu-opoller shaft. He wrltcb 
in tlie Sun Francisco Wave that ho had a 
elumce to learn a good deal of the wealth 
of the Orient from a tremendously rich 
Celestial "Sir Whampon," who eoiitrols 
the trade of the Renang Peninsula, niul 
writes: ".iVsttite, iiuickwittod and far- 
sighted, he had all the shrewdness of 
his race combined with a breadth of view 
and n generosity rare in a Mongolian. 
U'.e liad many talks together, wandering 
round liis suberb home just outside tlie 
eity, which is a palace set in the midst 
of 'the most glorious gardens. Only in 
tlie tropics is such a garden possible; it 
is miles in extent and filled witli the bo- 
tanical and horticultural treasures of the 
world. Nowhere are there such orchids 
us bis, or snob .superb Victoria Rogias. 
Lawns, too, as smooth and soft as Eiig- 
llsli turf. In tlie midst, the palace— ii 
picturesque struct ure tilled with the cost- 
liest treasures of Oriontnl art. One 
passes from splendor to splendor, retain- 
ing a vague impression of superb carv- 
ings, ebony furniture, unique ivories and 
judes, and niatchloss lacquers and 
bronzes. Yet with all the abundaiiec 
of treasure tlio general .ofToet is rich ratli- 
er than vulgar.

contrast the cold dreariness of the stntes- 
inan's establishment with the enchanting 
luxury of Uie merchant's palace. Yet, 
Li is "enormously rich. 'He dare not, it 
lie would, live as I. do,' Wnnnipoa ex- 
plained. 'It is because I am tinder Eng- 
lish rule and protection that I can have 
all this tliat you see. Lot any Chinaman 
possess such treasures as I do tiiul he 
will quickly be mado to disgorge. J lit; 
Viceroy will come down on him for C(ni- 
tributions, and confiscation follows re- 
fusal.' He told me strange stories of the 
wealth of the Orient, eiuimeraling the 
possessions of Li Hung Chang, whose in- 
come is greater tliaii that of IlocUfeller, 
of the empress dowager, through her Ion 
regency, handled the revenues of the Cel 
estial Empire. It is said she is to-day far 
riclier th:in either the Quoon of England 
or llie Emperor of Russia, who riinl 
as the richest of European monarch 
And tliero are simple folk in the British 
Isles who think Britain is after Chi 
iiese weallli, as she has forced herself 
to participate in the wealth of India 
Singapore and Hongkong are ahead 
liiigland's, and tlieir wealth a part of 
her development Of the East.
